The Selectmen's meeting, Mon 
day night, opened with a bang. Tom 
Marden of Silver Lake Avenue Is 
still trying to get an answer for the 
land adjacent to his house.

The statement was made that 
there will be a modification of the 
plans, as they are now, with an 
invitation to the builder to co-oper- 
ate. Gillis and Miceli assured 
the people of the area that they 
realized there was a crucial pro- 
blem, but that the steps as desig- 
nated took time. Gillis reported 
that the Planning Board had dis- 
cussed the situation at the conven- 
tion of State Planning Boards on 
Saturday. 

The discussion turned to open 
excavations left by the contractor, 
Miceli said that ther were two 
left open on Dell Drive which had 
filled with waterand that the board 
could and would take action, by in- 
structing the builders to erect bar- 
riers, subject to a fine of $20 a day.

‘The developer, he told the group, 
could have sold all the lots, indi- 
vidually, to aS many contractors 
or builders as he wanted, in which 
case the people would have to be 
dealing with individual builders, 

Harding also spoke of the ne~- 
cessity of upkeep, in drains, He 
told how he maintains the drain 
in front of his own home, as a 
private citizen, and said that many 
problems arise from grass clip- 
pings, and debris getting into the 
drains, 

After the discussion had been 
going on for an hour Jim Miceli, 
chairman of the Board of Select- 
men appeared, He stood silent 
for a long time, and then indica- 
ted that he thought the discussions 
should include possible back yard 
drainage for the homes on Ken- 
wood Avenue. 

‘This occured while a discussion 
was going on about the possibility 
of,pumping cellar water into the 
Fol drains, a move that was 
somewhat opposed by Madelyn Mc~ 
Kile on the grounds that if it 1s to 
be done in this place it will have 
to be done in others, Many streets 
in Wilmington, she said, have wa- 
ter problems, in the cellars of the 
nearby homes, 

Miceli’s proposal to include the 
Kenwood Avenue area in backyard 
drains Hrought up a lot of discus- 
sion, one of those speaking being 
Walter McNamara of Kenwood Ave 
who has been pumping water from 
his cellar into the street drains, 

When McNamara realized that 
to insist on answers at this time 
for the Kenwood area, and thus 
slow up any possible resolution of 
the Redwood area problems, he 
withdrew. 

Micell’s description of the pro- 
blems, indicated with a sweep of 
his hand across the plan for the 
area, was that ‘this is a unique 
situation’, 

Chairman Danny Gillis told the 
group that the developer has con 
formed ‘in all details’ to the Plan- 
ning Board specifications, and in 
answer to a half suggestion that 
the case should go to court he said 
that ‘if we took him to court the 
Judge would ask us Why?” 

After the agreement to have the 
Town Engineer talk with the de- 
veloper about the possibility of 
installing a back yard drain along 
Redwood Terrace the group left. 

There was no discussion as to 
who should maintain the pipeline, 
if it ‘is installed. The proposed 
pipeline, (12 inches) would be about 
1000 feet long.

The Town Engineer reported that 
the new road Into the Tambone- 
Barbo development, off Concord 
Street is going ‘like hall’, and that 
the DeCenso construction of the 
road in the industrial development 
in South Wilmington 1s going ‘full 
speed ahead’, 

Smithcraft has begun clearing 
land for its buildings in the De 
Censo area, he said, and A P 
Rounds 1s putting binders on a 
new street in Hathaway Acres.

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W.R.A. hears Sewer alternatives 


Among the items of business for 
th Wilmington Redevelopment Au- 
thority, Monday night, was a dis- 
cussions of the alternatives for 
connecting the proposed Eames 
Street Industrial Park with the 
Sewer trunk on Woburn Street, at 

~ the Woburn line, 

Charles Kirkian, of Anderson 
Nichols & Co of Boston had pre- 
pared cost estimates for two al- 
ternate routes, 

The first alternative would be 
to cross the land of the National 
Polychemicals Company, using an 
easement, and laying a 10 inch 
sewer main to the existing MDC 
Sewer Kirklan figured the costs 
for the route at $109,600, including 
easement costs, 

The second route on which he 
submitted figures was to use the 
planned route for the 30 inch sewer 
main which someday may go to 
Wilmington Square, via the tracks 
‘of the B&M RR, as far as Eames 
Street, and thence by Eames Street 
to the project, 

By the rules laid down by the 
state, the authority he said would 
be unable to lay down more than 
a ten inch pipe, needed for the 
Eames Street project, 

Ken Weiner, Planner for Can- 
deub, Fleissig and Associates, who 
are consultants to the Authority, 
said that it could be possible to 
install the 30 inch main for that 
portion of the sewer line along the 
railroad, instead ofa ten inch main, 
but that there were questions asto 
how much the state would allow, 
in a monetary way, for payment of 
such a main, The Town, he sald, 
would have to pay part ofthe costs, 
and it could even be at a nine to 
one ratio, He painted-a picture of 
the state authorities having a tough 

© attitude towards such co-operative 
enterprises, 

Kirklan’s costs for laying a ten 
inch main via Eames Street and the 
railroad”Bed, to connect with the 
MDC sewer were $1830,000, with- 
out land costs, if any, Ifa thirty 
inch sewer main were laid, he 
Said, instead of aten inch main, the 

‘= would be about $16,000 more. 
a “Spietan hitt,.also fnvestigated the 
flow of ‘the Aberjona River, which 
becomes the Mystic: River further 
down stream, using studies made 
by Mr Olson, City Engineer of Wo- 
burn, and other sources, The Aber 
Jona starts in the small pond at 
the” foot of Woburn Street, and 
flows through Woburn to winches- 
ter, where it becomes the Mystic 
River. 

His studies on the Aberjona, 
Kirklan said, had convinced him 
that the Authority would have no 
problems on the disposal of sur- 
face water from the Eames St. 
project. 90% of the surface water 
flowing towards the Aberjona from 
the vicinity of the project now dis- 
appears, and never reaches the 
. Aberjona, 

Kirkian said he had completed 
about 90% of his work for the au- 
thority, the work being 8% of the 
total project work in the planning 
stage. 

He also had plans for the pro- 
posed road into the project, show- 
ing alternatives, 1.e. openditch for 
surface water vs. storm drainage, 
and with or without a five foot side- 
walk on one side, His plans also 
included a proposal to widen Eames 
Street to a total width of 60 feet, 
at theproject site. The present 
width is 27 feet. The extra 33 feet 
would make it much easier for 
trucking, he said. The board is 
considering the possibility of wi- 
dening Eames Street to a sixty 
foot width all the way to Main St. 

Ken Weiner told the Authority 
of his proposed regulations con- 
cerning the erection of buildings 
on the site, and got involved ina 
long discussion with Bob Evans 
concerning detail. 

Weiner ‘Said that the main de- 
tails of his proposed regulations 
were from the regulations used by 


Wilmington 


Cabot & Cabot Co., and the Nord- 
blom Company, Boston developers, 
with adaptions to meet the local 
needs and the Wilmington Plan- 
ning Board regulations. 

The controls, when established, 
would be for a thirty year period, 
Weiner said this was to cover the 
eventuality that the town’s by-laws 
became changed. 

Evans, in his disagreement with 
the proposals said he would like 


to see the regulations for the pro- 
posed park based on those ineffect 
in Natick. The Natick Law, he 
‘said, was one of twenty or thirty 
that had been studied by the Wil- 
mington Chamber of Commerce, 
and was the one that the Chamber 
had deemed to be the best. 

Evans did not get much support 
from the other members of the 
Authority, 
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using the walkway between Joes & Alyces in the 
Square for things other than a walkway, ..........

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School Board endorses 


Regional Planning concept 


The School Committee, in its 
meeting last Thursday endorsed a 
proposal for establishing a Region- 
al Planning Center for the region 
Served by the Merrimack Valley 
Superintendents Association, as 
submitted by the Chelmsford Pub- 
Ue Schools, for the Merrimack 
Valley Superintendents. The pro- 
posal is made under the Federal 
law known as Title III, Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act 
(ESEA). 

During the discussion preceding 
the endorsement Supt, of Schools 
Harold Shea reminded the Com- 
mittee that they had voted last fall 
to participate in Education Mutual, 
a similar project, which proposes 
to establish a Supplementary Edu- 
cational Center directed at im- 
proving educational opportunities 
and services in this area. Educa- 
tional Mutual is an association of 
a number of towns north of Boston 
working in conjunction with the 
Burlington Campus of Northeast- 
ern University. 

Chairman Arnold Lanni joined 
Sttea in explaining the general pur- 
pose of these ESEA p¥ojects, 

Under the provisions of Title II 
of the Federal Education Act of 
1965 (Public Law 89-10) financial 
assistance is offered for planning 
and initiating operations of such 
centers throughout the country,
